Loss in Religious Thought. 


"There has been a ,loss on the 


side of religious thought.

ago I heard a preacher boast that 
he never' preached theology. 
The 


clergy have been put in a difficult 
position because of the indirect in- 
fluence of science. 


"An enormous rise in social con- 


sciousness has taken place.. A hun- 
dred years ago education 
and a. 


thousand other duties were those of 
the church. 
They have now been 


taken over by the state. The re- 
sult is that old methods of express- 


I ing religion have been taken away 
! and new 
methods have 
not yet 


arisen. 


"Most of those 
who 
complain 


about the church say that we ought 
to do something; but I do not be- 
lieve that we could make any mark- 
ed change. 
There must be a sur- 


vival of religion. Such a revival 
cannot be forced; it must come from 
the heart. I doubt if talking about 
it can do any good."
